Alcohol is a more dangerous drug 
than both crack and heroin when 
the combined harms to the user 
and to others are assessed, British 
scientists said Monday. Presenting 
a new scale of drug harm that 
rates the damage to users 
themselves and to wider society, 
the scientists rated alcohol the 
most harmful overall and almost 
three times as harmful as cocaine 
or tobacco, reuters

STUDY: ALCOHOL 
'MOST HARMFUL’ DRUG 
OVERALL-FOLLOWED BY 
CRACK AND HEROIN

Alcohol ranks “most harmful” among a list of 20 drugs, 
beating out crack and heroin when assessed for its poten- 
tial harm to the individual drinking it and harm to others, 
according to study results released by a British medical 
journal. 

A panel of experts from the Independent Scientific 
Committee on Drugs weighed the physical, psychological 
and social problems caused by the drugs and determined 
that alcohol was the most harmful overall, according to an 
article on the study released by The Lancet on Sunday 

Using a new scale to evaluate harms to individual users 
and others, alcohol received a score of 72 on a scale of 
I to 100, the study says. It was compared to 19 other 
drugs using 16 criteria: nine related to the adverse ef- 
fects the drug has on an individual and seven on its harm 
against others. 

That makes it almost three times as harmful as cocaine 
or tobacco, according to the article, which was published 
on The Lancet’s website Monday and in an upcoming 
print edition of the journal. 

Heroin, crack cocaine and methamphetamine were the 
most harmful drugs to individuals, the study says, while 
alcohol, heroin and crack cocaine were the most harmful 
to others. 

In the article, the panelists said their findings show that 
Britain’s three-tiered drug classification system, which 
places drugs into different categories that determine 
criminal penalties for possession and dealing, has “little 
relation to the evidence of harm.” 

Panelists also noted that the rankings confirm other 
studies that say that “aggressively targeting alcohol harms 
is a valid and necessary public health strategy” 

The Lancet article was co-written by David Nutt, a pro- 
fessor and Britain’s former chief drug adviser, who caused 
controversy last year after he published an article saying 
ecstasy was not as dangerous as riding a horse. 

“So why are harmful sporting activities allowed, where- 
as relatively less harmful drugs are not?” Nutt wrote in the 
Journal of Psychopharmacology “I believe this reflects a 
societal approach which does not adequately balance the 
relative risks of drugs against their harms.” 

Nutt later apologized to anyone offended by the article 
and to those who have lost loved ones to ecstasy He said 
he had no intention of trivializing the dangers of the drug 
and that he only wanted to compare the risks. 

In the article released by The Lancet on Sunday, ec- 
stasy’s harmfulness ranking— 9— indicates it is only one- 
eighth as harmful as alcohol. 

The study was funded by the London-based Centre for 
Crime and Justice studies.

Library weighing 
CTA kiosk idea 

CTA stops might eventually resemble electronics stores. 

The Chicago Public Library is looking into setting up book 
and DVD rental machines, similar to Redbox DVD kiosks, in 
CTA stations, library spokeswoman Ruth Lednicer tells Going 
Public. 

Lednicer said the library is investigating the costs of the 
machines and how library cards could be used to access the books 
inside, Lednicer said. The library’s interest was first reported last 
week by the Sun-Times. 

“It’s really in the stages right now of seeing how feasible it is,” 
Lednicer said. “It’s not something you should expect to see in the 
next few months.” 

The CTA began a similar program with magazines in July. The 
agency installed eight magazine vending machines that sell Time, 
People and Entertainment Weekly, among other titles, as part of a 
six-month pilot. 

The program is set to continue until early February with an op- 
tion to renew for another six months, CTA spokeswoman Sheila 
Gregory said. 

The CTA said it is guaranteed $500 per month per machine 
through its deal with the Classic Group, which maintains and 
repairs the machines. 

If the CTA makes this program permanent, GP recommends 
moving the kiosks to high-traffic locations in the station. The 
machine at the Belmont stop on the Red, Purple and Brown 
lines, for example, is in an alcove off the lobby near an obscure 
exit. 

Survey says... 

The Chicago Department of Transportation, in conjimction with 
the CTA, has distributed more than 61,000 surveys to CTA rid- 
ers asking them basic questions about their commute. 

The survey, which was handed out recently at 32 rail stations, 
includes questions about how long the rider has been regularly 
riding the CTA and inquiries about bike and car parking options, 
among others. The study cost about $155,000, transportation 
spokesman Brian Steele said.

Survey shows Millennials 
not expected to hit polls 
like they did in ’08

Young voters helped usher President Obama 
into the White House, but what their pres- 
ence at the polls Tuesday will do for the mid- 
term elections is anybody’s guess. 

Typically, voter turnout in general is lower 
in off-year elections compared with presiden- 
tial election years, and young adults vote at a 
lower rate than older adults. 

Despite seeing the youth voter turnout in- 
crease to 51 percent in the 2008 presidential 
election, a recent survey of 2,000 Millennials 
by Harvard’s Institute of Politics showed only 
27 percent said they “definitely” will vote in the 
midterms. That’s on par with the 26 percent 
turnout in the 2006 midterm election. 

But that 27 percent “definitely” voting is a 
drop from 31 percent in February and 36 per- 
cent in November 2009, suggesting interest is 
waning. 

“I think there’s definitely disinterest. I 
think people are definitely discouraged,” 
said Jerrell Reid, 25, first vice president of the 
Tbung Democrats of Illinois. With the elec- 
tion of Obama, many young voters expected 
immediate changes but instead saw political 
infighting, said Reid, who lives in West Hum- 
boldt Park. 

“There may be some naive frustration,” said 
Molly Andolina, assistant professor of politi- 
cal science at DePaul University “I think a lot 
of Democratic supporters are frustrated with 
their party and the president. But that may be 
especially pronounced among young people 
who had great expectations and a lot of hope 
only to see politics up close and the frustration 
of a president having to deal with Congress.” 

Republicans have a better outlook. 

“We’re not just engaged, we’re hyper-en- 
gaged. We’re excited about this election,” said 
Meredyth Richards, president of Chicago 
Y)ung Republicans. Why? Partly because of 
the competitive races where there are strong 
Republican challengers for positions held by 
Democrats for a long time, she said. 

In Illinois, Republicans need to gain 12 
seats to run the state House. The governor’s 
race is close between incumbent Pat Quinn 
and Republican challenger Bill Brady accord- 
ing to recent Tribune A 5 FGN polling. Demo- 
crat Alexi Giannoulias and Republican Mark 
Kirk are battling over the U.S. Senate seat in 


another tight race. 

“Young people are notoriously apathetic to- 
ward politics. Obama was able to break that 
up with his charisma, but he’s not on the ballot 
this year,” said Richards, 23, of Lincoln Park. 

Kyle Stone, Chicago Young Republicans 
executive board secretary, attributed the drop 
in interest in the midterm election to Obama 
supporters who aren’t as enthusiastic. 

The Harvard survey showed Millennials 
who identified themselves as Republicans 
seemed more interested in voting. 

To see young voters come out, candidates 
had to appeal to more than party identifica- 
tion, said Cathy Cohen, a political science 


professor at the University of Chicago. The 
problem is that many candidates aren’t en- 
gaging or directly speaking to young people 
about the issues they face, she said. 

What could affect young voter turnout is 
that Millennials haven’t developed the habit 
of voting, Andolina said. They also are more 
likely to have changed addresses, affecting 
their voter registration. Another obstacle, 
according to active young voters in Chicago: 
Midterm election coverage can feel overshad- 
owed by coverage of the city’s mayoral race in 
February 

What’s at stake for young voters? To see pol- 
icies in line with the choices they made at the 


polls in past elections carried out, experts said. 

Y)ung voters are motivated to go to the 
polls because of issues such as unemployment 
and student loan debt, and Obama is targeting 
them through appearances on shows such as 
“The Daily Show,” said Emily Robinson, sec- 
retary of the Y)ung Democrats of America. 

But voter turnout won’t be to the degree it 
was in 2008, she said. 

“I think it’s tough because there’s a lot of 
races specifically in Illinois,” said Robinson, 
27, of Bucktown. “If you’re not an educated 
voter, you wouldn’t have any idea where the 
candidates stand on any issues.”

The company sought out the ex-governor’s 
services because it was looking for personalities who 
represent “every corner of the fabric of U.S. society” 
and didn’t mind his conviction for lying to the FBI, 
said Dominic Engels, Paramount’s vice president of 
marketing. 

“He’s experiencing a second life after governor,” 
Engels said. “’It wouldn’t be fair to be bar him from 
the American dream.” 

In the 15-second national spot, a man slides a brief- 
case across the table to Blagojevich, who gives the 
camera a knowing look and opens it to find an over- 
flowing pile of pistachios, while the voiceover an- 
nouncer states “Rod Blagojevich does it innocently”

A 150 mph jet stream is expected to steer a cold front 
through the Chicago area this week— and maybe 
snow too. 

The cold front should hit the middle of the week, 
driving lows in the Chicago area Thursday night to 
the low 30s, when rain mixed with snow is in the fore- 
cast, according to National Weather Service meteo- 
rologist Andrew Krein. 

That would be the first trace of snow since April 8, 
Krein said. The last measurable snow in the Chicago 
area was March 20. 

The cold front will pull air out of northern Canada 
across the western Great Lakes, according to the 
Chicago Weather Center. 

“Cloudiness and instability showers will be cre- 
ated by the very cold air passing over the relatively 
warm land and surface waters of Lake Michigan,” the 
weather center reports. “Snow will form with tem- 
peratures well below freezing less than 5,000 feet 
aloft, which could mix with rain hitting the ground.” 

Temperatures could be back in the upper 50s by 
Sunday when daylight-saving time ends. The Chi- 
cago area usually gets its first trace of snow around 
Oct. 30, according to the weather service. The ear- 
liest a trace of snow has hit the record books was 
Sept. 25, 1942; the latest, Dec. 5, 1999.

SERVICE CELEBRATES LIFE OF NOTRE DAME STUDENT

Hundreds celebrated the short, bright life of Declan Drumm 
Sullivan with Irish song and Catholic tradition Monday five 
days after the 20 -year-old died in South Bend, Ind., while vid- 
eotaping a football practice at the University of Notre Dame. 

Family members “have let go of fear and anger and emo- 
tions,” said Sullivan’s uncle, Michael Miley who described the 
theme of the funeral service as one of letting go. 

“It was beautiful and soaring,” he said. 

Notre Dame football coach Brian Kelly and two busloads 
of college students attended the funeral at St. Mary Catholic 
Church in Buffalo Grove, where Sullivan had gone to school 
as a child. He graduated from Carmel High School in Munde- 
lein, which also sent a bus filled with students to the standing- 
room-only service. 

Speakers included Sullivan’s sister, a Notre Dame student, 
Miley said. The funeral also featured a choir and Irish perfor- 
mances, said Miley, the family spokesman. “We hope over the 
next few days, weeks and months that people in the commu- 
nity will heal as we are beginning to do,” Miley said.

Sullivan, a junior with a double major in marketing and 
film, enjoyed writing music reviews for Notre Dame’s student 
newspaper. On Wednesday he was working for the university’s 
athletic department when taping the football practice. 

Just before his death, he described the windy conditions on 
the lift as “terrifying” in tweets that he sent to friends. 

“Declan was a very passionate kid when it came to media, 
when it came to telling stories,” Miley said. “He died doing 
what he loved.”

Plotter in acid attack 
sentenced to 44 years

Esperanza Medina bowed her head and wept in court 
Monday morning as a Cook County judge sentenced a 
Cicero woman to 44 years in prison for organizing an 
acid attack against her in 2008. 

The assault with sulfuric acid burned a quarter of 
Medina’s body and left the 50 -year-old former social 
worker with red and white scars covering her face, 
neck, chest and arms. 

A Criminal Court jury convicted Ofelia Garcia, 60, 
in September of three counts of heinous battery in con- 
nection with the attack. 

“This crime was something that was cold and calcu- 
lated,” Judge Nicholas Ford said before handing down 
the sentence. “What [Garcia] did is terrible and de- 
serves to be punished severely” 

Garcia and her former daughter-in-law, Maria Olve- 
ra-Garcia, plotted the assault after Garcia’s longtime 
boyfriend, Gustavo Alvarez, ended his relationship 
with both women in 2007 to live with Medina. 


The pair then recruited three teenagers to carry out 
the attack, according to prosecutors. 

The teens, who pleaded guilty to juvenile charges in 
exchange for their cooperation, testified at the trials of 
both women. 

Olvera-Garcia also was found guilty and is scheduled 
to be sentenced Wednesday 

On Monday Ofelia Garcia sat in a blue jail jumpsuit 
beside her attorney as she listened to an interpreter 
translate the proceedings into Spanish. 

Before the sentencing, Medina’s daughter, Lissette, 
read a statement her mother had written to the court. 

The statement detailed what Medina has endured 
since the attack— the physical pain, the multiple skin 
grafts, the depression, the stares. 

“I never thought my life would change so much in 
just seconds,” wrote Medina, who had to move back 
into her 75-year-old mother’s house following the at- 
tack. “I had so many dreams still to achieve, but they 
were broken down.” 


Official: Fewer police on the force next year

A top Chicago city official on Monday con- 
firmed what many aldermen have long said 
was true: Even with the planned hiring of new 
police officers, fewer will be on the force next 
year. 

The city at the end of this year will have 
about 950 vacant police officer positions, said 
Gene Munin, the city’s budget director. Al- 
though the city plans to hire 200 officers next 


year, it projects that 300 will leave the force. 

Munin later conceded that the projection 
of 300 departures was not in keeping with his- 
torical patterns. Typically about 450 officers 
retire or leave the force for other reasons each 
year, he said. 

If the city has more money than expected 
available next year, it could hire more officers, 
he said. The Daley administration budgeted 
for 13,700 officers. 


“Everybody in the city would like to have 
more police officers,” Munin told aldermen at 
a City Council Finance Committee meeting. 
“The question is not, ‘What do we want.’ The 
questions is, ‘What can we afford?’ ” 

Munin addressed the issue as aldermen dis- 
cussed asking voters via the Feb. 22 city ballot 
whether the city should fill all police officer 
positions in the budget. A decision on wheth- 
er to do that was put off for another day

Few new details emerged Monday as 
Cook County finally released autopsy 
and other reports of the medical exam- 
iner’s investigation into the high-profile 
suicides of Michael Scott and Christo- 
pher Kelly in 2009. 

The documents were released months 
after the Tribune and other news outlets 
sought them under the Illinois Freedom 
of Information Act. 

Scott, 60, president of the Chicago 
Board of Education and a close friend 
of Mayor Daley, was discovered dead of 
a self-inflicted gunshot wound Nov 16 
near a bridge on the Near North Side. 
Kelly 51, a key fundraiser and close friend 
to former Gov Rod Blagojevich who 
was facing prison time at the time of his 
death, was found in a southwest subur- 
ban lumber yard Sept. 12, 2009, with rat 
poison nearby Toxicology reports, how- 
ever, found he died of an overdose of 
pain medications. 

According to the Scott report, he fell 
15 feet from a ledge into a foot of water, 
and a .3 80 -caliber handgun was recov- 
ered under his body There also was a bul- 
let in his pocket, but no note left behind, 
according to the documents. 

The Scott investigation was contro- 
versial because Chicago police for a time 
refused to call the shooting a suicide— 
even after the medical examiner made 
that ruling. 

Scott, who had gunshot residue on his 
left hand, suffered the gunshot wound in 
the left side of his head. 

The Kelly report detailed his arrival at 
Oak Forest Hospital after his girlfriend 
found him slumped over the steering 
wheel in his vehicle. A doctor initially 
told police that Kelly “was OK but just 
needed to rest.” 

Kelly, 51, later died at Stroger Hospital. 

Attorneys for the county had denied 
a request by the Tribune and other news 
media for the detailed medical examin- 
er’s reports of both deaths. 

Under changes in the FOIA law, a 
newly created office of the state public 
access counselor considered the request 
as well. In early June, that office ruled 
that, except for postmortem photos, the 
reports should be released.

Hawks can’t put

NEW YORK The Rangers set up a road block 
and the Blackhawks did everything but at- 
tempt to drive the Zamboni through it. 

After peppering New York goaltender 
Henrik Lundqvist with 35 shots and firing 
33 more that Rangers players sacrificed 
their bodies to block, the Hawks departed 
Madison Square Garden on Monday night 
with a disappointing 3-2 defeat. 

“When you have a team that’s fearless, 
they’re going to get in front of shots like 
that,” Hawks center Jonathan Toews said. 
“We took our fair share of shots from the 
point, which is a good thing. We want to 
keep doing that.” 

Maybe another time it will work, but 
it didn’t Monday as the Rangers filled the 
shooting lanes and Lundqvist was up to the 
task on all but two pucks that did reach 
him to drop the Hawks’ record to 7-6-1. 
Brandon Dubinsky scored two goals and 
Erik Christensen got the game-winner for 
the Rangers. The Hawks had scores from 


Tomas Kopecky and Patrick Kane and a 
solid effort by goalie Marty Tlirco, but it 
wasn’t enough. 

When the Hawks did score, they al- 
lowed New York to return the favor with 
timely goals. After Kopeck/s goal late in 
the first gave the Hawks the lead and mo- 
mentum, Dubinsky tied it 2 minutes, 26 
seconds later as the clock ticked down to 
21 seconds remaining in the period. 

Dubinsky then made it 2-1 New York 
early in the second before Kane scored 
to pull the Hawks even. Again, the Rang- 
ers struck quickly as Christensen scored 
28 seconds later. 

“We had momentum and then they get 
that goal late in the first and it just kills all of 
our momentum going into the break,” said 
Hawks defenseman Duncan Keith, who 
had 12 shots blocked by the Rangers. ‘And 
then we tie it up in the third and they score 
the next shift. That’s two goals that we can’t 
give up and we have to be better in the last 
minute and the first shift after we score.”

Bulls forward scores career-high 40 points 

Ninety minutes before tipoff, Luol Deng reclined on the locker-room floor, watch- 
ing some film, not a care in the world. 

“I’m not happy about my start offensively” Deng said. “But I’m also not worried 
because I know it wiU come around.” 

On Monday night at the United Center, Deng dazzled in the Bulls’ 110-98 vic- 
tory over previously undefeated Portland. 

From the moment an active Deng stole a pass from Andre Miller and scored on 
a fast break early to the last of his career-high 40 points, the senior Bull put to rest 
questions about his slow start.

Omer Asik played well for the second straight game to finish with six points, 
seven rebounds and three blocks before fouling out. In his most active game, Kyle 
Korver added ii points to prop up a sagging bench. 

Old standbys Derrick Rose and Joakim Noah did their double-double thing; 
Rose had 16 points and 13 assists while Noah chipped in 10 points and 10 boards. 


Johnson, Asik rewarded with piaying time 

Bulls coach Tom Thibodeau channeled his inner Lovie Smith on Monday night 
when asked about his rotation, which became a lot more crowded following un- 
expectedly strong performances from James Johnson and Omer Asik on Saturday 
“We’re still evaluating, and we’ll go from there,” Thibodeau said, using one of the 
Bears coach’s favorite phrases. 

Thibodeau used ii players in the first half alone, but he backed his words that 
strong play will be rewarded by using Asik and Johnson off the bench first. 

That pushed Ronnie Brewer further down in the rotation and limited starting 
shooting guard Keith Bogans’ minutes. Both have struggled offensively 

“The big thing for them is to continue to defend, execute, take open shots,” 
Thibodeau said. “Right now, the ball isn’t going in. But it will.”
